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EMPLOYMENT AND PAY ROLLS IN TEXAS 
JULY, 1939 


Contra-seasonal and greater-than-seasonal declines in several important industries, such as furniture manufacturing, saw mills, 
cement manufacturing, petroleum refining, foundries and machine shops, and structural and ornamental iron works, resulted in a 
sharp drop in factory pay rolls from June to July. The present unsettled situation in the petroleum industry makes any prediction 
as to pay roll trends in the immediate future largely a matter of speculation. 

Changes which occurred from June to July in nonmanufacturing industries canvassed, with the exception of cotton compresses, 


followed closely the usual seasonal pattern.
